Service.Co.'’s co-ordinated bus serv- 
ice, 
Text of Strike Ballot. 

Regular voting booths were in- 
stalled in Jeffla Hall yesterday and 
each voter handed a printed ballot 
upon entering the hall. The text 
of the ballot is as follows: 

QUESTION, 

Resolved, that: If the officials 
of the Publie Service Co. of St. 
Louis do not meet on or beore 
midnight. June 2, 1928, with the 
representatives of our Associa- 
tion for the purpose of reaching 
a satisfactory adjustment of the 
dispute between us, our officers 
and executive board are hereby 
authorized and empowered to cali 
a suspension of work of the en- 
tire membership of our division; 

And, further: If the company 
persists in placing into effect any 
reduction of wages pending final 
adjustment of our differences, 
the officers and executive board 
are empowered to order a sus- 
pension of work by our mem- 
bers; 

And, further: If any action on 
the part of the company, in the 
judgment of our officers and ex- 
ecutive board warrants, they are 
hereby empowered and author- 
ized to issue an order for sus- 
pension of work at any time in 
their judgment it may be war- 
ranted. 

If you are in favor of giving 
such authority to your officers 
and executive board you will 
mark X in the square reading 
“Yes."’

Issue Is Explained, 


At the bottom of the ballots the 
following further explanation is 
offered for the guidance of vot- 
ers: “‘Yes'’—means strike if offi.

Immediately after the closing of 
the polls tonight, the work of 
counting the ballots will begin, re- 
quiring several hours to complete.

“Customer Owncrship.”’ 

The book also emphasized’ the 
fact of “customer ownership’’— 
generally considered as the surest 
safeguard against campaigns for 
municipal ownershtp—stating that 
in the last year alone = 1,500,000 
customers had bought stock in pub- 
Hic utility companies. 

The records produced by Boll. 
meyer showed that numerous 
school superintendents and high 
achool principals in Ohio had 
written for copies of the book for 
use in the schools, and had ac- 
knowledged receipt of ‘copies in 
varying numbers. Some praised it 
lavishiy, and told of the uses to 
which they had put it. Classes in 
civics, economics, science and even 
English, are using it. 

Bollmeyer’s committee made 
eiaborate efforts to obtain favor- 
able publicity in the newspapers 
of Ohio, and apparently succeeded 
on a remarkable scaic.

Commander-in-Chief of the Dirig- 
ible Italia Soon to Attempt a 
Flight to the North Pole. 
(Copyright, 1928.) 
Spitzbergen. May 9. 

(By radio from the steamship 
Citta Di Milano to San Paulo Sta- 
tion, near Rome.)—We have come 
into a worid of dreams among a 
resplendent purity of snows. After 
so many days of anxious expecta- 
tion this ice-covered haven, the 
last lap of our preliminary journey 
to the North Pole, wears an air 
of sleepy calm, which is infinitely 
soothing. J may find it a means 
of solving the enigma of the pole. 

Last Saturday evening we left 
Vadsoe in a heavy storm. Just be- 
fore I gave the order to go I had 
to find my way out of 
dilemma. On one hand there was 
a'danger that storm would attack 
the airship while at its moorings. 


' while on the other hand there was 


the risk of a stormy flight over 
the Sea of Barents. 

Took Lesser of Two Risks. 

I decided at last that of the 
two risks to be taken the latter 
was the lesser one. As it hape- 
pened my decision was so sudden 
that some of crew were just in 
time to climb the mooring mast 
and take their places on board. 
There was not time to take suffi- 
cient supplies aboard. We took 
our chance of braving the Sea of 
Barents with the least possible de- 
lav. And the result has shown 
how timely was my decision, for 
even a delay of 10 minutes might 
have made it impossible for us to 
start from Vadsoe at all. 

The airship, having left moor- 
ings, floated into the icy breeze of 
Barengen fjord. We were al] afire 
with the joy of an impending fight 
against the Arctic skies. We felt 
that the fight was inevitable al- 
though an unruffled sea seemed 
to belie our forebodings whilst a 
few rosy wisps of clouds reminded 


us that in these latitudes it is 

always day time in May. 
Immersed in Pall of Mist. 
Soon we flew on at a speed of 


‘> kilometers an hour coasting up 
to the extreme point of Little 


Peninsula, which is embraced on 
all sides by Tana and Varengen 
fjords. 


Soon we were immersed in the 
immense pall of a gray mist. Both 
the sea and sky were blotted out. 
The tall cliffs of the coast were 
the only touch of color in the vast 
gray wilderness which surrounded 
us.

Oppressed by Cold Landscape. 

How far Italy seemed to be from 
that colorless solitude. We remem- 
bered its azure skies as one sees 
in a dream a fancie@& world. The 
northern landscape filled our 
southern souls with a sense of 
Sadness. From midnight on the 
fog began to thicken. This great 
enemy to navigators gave us no 
rest. At rare intervals, however 
the nocturnal sun of the Arctic 
peered through the mist, shedding 
its orange rays upon a sea sud- 
denly transformed into liquid co- 
balt, as if touched by a superhu- 
man brush. 

The Arctic sun is much more 
approachable than the Italian sun. 
It has none of the latter’s over- 
weening pride. It will let you look 
into its tace without blinding you 
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Into Zone of Danger. 

I thought then that perhaps 
henceforth we should not see a 
brighter day (or night) than that. 
I have discovered my error simce 
reaching Kings Bay. It was 4 
o'clock in the morning when we 
arriyed over Bears Island, know- 
ing that beyond its limits we 
should enter a zone of danger. 
One of the crew remarked: “We 
are never certain to start, but we 
are always quite certain to arrive.” 

We had great confidence that we 
would spend the next night com- 
fortably in our berths on the Citta 
Di Milan, our good headquarters 
ship at Kings Bay. yet we thought 
it as well to begin taking some pre- 
cautions against the severe cold. 

We donned our furs and we 
stepped into our fleecy sheep-skin 
trousers. We protected our heads 
with thick flying helmets. Fortu- 
nately the thermometer only reg- 
istered 6 degrees centigrade (43 
degrees above zero Fahrenhcit). 
The fog suddenly lifted. On the 
gray expanse of the sea floating 
blocks of ice, covered with fresh 
snow and gilded by the sun, formed 
an immense iridescent mosaic. All 
colors from all latitudes of the 
earth are merged into this glorious 
Northern picture under uncertain 
light. 

Over Homes of Voluntary Exiles. 

Here and there small icebergs 
sail against the breeze, mirrore‘ 
in emerald waters. The granite 
mass of Bears’ Island emerged 
from the sea, some like some fan- 
tastic castle. We passed north of 
the island, flying very low. On 
that snowy rock, seemingly unin- 
habitable, a few human beings live 
in voluntary exile in the service of 


humanity. Three or four men look 
after the radio station and he 
meteorological § station.

them navigation would be impos- 
sible in the Arctic Ocean. We saw 
their little cottages half buried 
under the rnow on the only access'- 
ble point on the shore. 

We went still lower. We saw 
three men. Three small] black 
dots. They saluted, waving their 
arms in joyous greeting. Those 
unknown friends had never seen 
a flying ship pass over their lone- 
lv island before. We dropped a 
friendly message of greeting, 
wrapped in an Italian flag. May- 
be this was the event of their lives. 
They perhaps wil] talk for a long 
time about the wonderful visit 
from the men of the South who 
have come so far for the conquest 
of the unknown regions of the 
frozen North. 


Snow. Fields More Frequent. 

After we passed the 7ith de- 
gree of latitude the snow fields 
floating upon the sea became ever 
wider and more frequent. The 
seca hadean oily look. It was dark 
and slow. The wind threw pieces 
of ice against the windows of our 
gondola. A few minutes before 7 
o'clock somebody on board shout- 
ed, “There is Spitzbergen.” 

We felt our hearts pounding in 
our breasts. Was it possible that 
the end of our journey was s0 
near. But soon we found that 
‘Kings Bay was not so easy to 
reach. 

The wind, increasing to half a 
gale, gave uS a merry dance. The 
Italia sped along at over 100 kilo- 
meters, pushed by a boisterous

HOW 12 CITES 
MEET PROBLEM OF 
BOND FOR TANS 


New York, Chicago and 
Boston Passengers Safe- 


guarded in Accidents by 
State Law. 


Like St. Louis, six other princi- 
pal cities of the nation have no 
legal requirement for liability in- 
surance or bonds for taxicabs, in. 
qguiry by the-Post-Dispatch shows, 
while cabs in three cities are re- 
quired by State law to give the 
puiblic such protection and three 
other. cities demand it by ordi- 
nance. 

Attention here was drawn to this 
topic again by the recent sale of 
the largest taxi line in St. Louis, 
operating yellow cabs, to William 
J. Kemp of 3603 Marcus avenue. 
The sale was made by the receivers. 
Kemp, in announcing the forma- 
tion of American Taxicabs, Inc., to 
take over the business, said it 
might be necessary to make a 
small increase in the flag pull or | 
initial charge to provide a fund for 
meeting personal injury and prop- 
erty damage claims. However, no 
change in the rate has been made 
and Kemp’s attorney declared to- 
day that none was in immediate 
prospect. 

It was pointed out/in the Post- 
Dispatch last March that rates for 
liability insurance. for taxicabs, 
service cars and busses here are 
prohibitively high, and agents are 
unwilling, to accept the risks; also 
that no St. Louis ordinance nor 
Missouri law requires operators of 
public conveyances to furnish 
. bonds or insurance to meet liabil- 
ity for accidents. An ordinance 
pending in the Board of Aldermen 
would require service cars only to 
carry insurance with a maximum 
coverage of $5000 for injury of one 
person or $10,000 for two or more. 

Cities included in this survey 
which have, no requirement for 
bonds or insurance are Cleveland, 
Washington, Baltimore, Pittsburg, 
Pa., Atlanta, Ga., and Kansas City, 
Mo. those in which State laws 
require insurance are New York, 
Chicago ang Boston, and _ those 
having city ‘ordinances are Phlia. 
delphia, Detroit, Mich., and Los 
Angeles, Cal. Cleveland is the only 
city larger than St. Louis without 
some form of protection of this 
sort for the public. 

The situation in 12 other cities 
outside St. Louis follows: 

NEW YORK.—State law re- 
quires indemnity bond of $2500 to 
$5000 for each taxicab, the amount 
to be fixed in each instance being 
within the discretion of the State 
Insurance Commissioner and the 
State Motor Vehicle Commission. 
There is no city ordinance. A 
member of the Legislature charged 
recently that irresponsible cab 
owners were organizing mutual 
companies to insure their own ma- 
chines at a nominal fee. 

CHICAGO.—State law, covering 
cities over 100,000, requires each 
cab’ must file a $2500 bond with 
the Secretary of State.

NEW YORK, May 9.—It’s a big season so far for ambitious youth 
in the major leagues, and the Cleveland Indians, under new manage- 
ment and rejuvenated by a good share of this new talent, have started 
something that they hope to be able to finish.

PEKIN, May 9.—Moved by the 
situation in Shantung and adjoin- 
ing provinces and doubtless by the 
hostilities between the Jananese 
and the Nationailsts, Chang Tso- 
lin, the Northern dictator, today 
sent a telegraphic appeal to all 
civil and military authorities 
throughout China to “Save the 


country from destruction.” 

At the same tim@ he ordered the 
Northern troops at Chengtch, 
north of Pekin, and along. the 
Shansi Railway to cease hostilities 
against the Nationalists immedi- 
ately. 

Chang Tso-lin charges that com- 
munists have been attempting to 
rule the country and that owing 
to the warfare in which foreigners 
are involved, China’s friendly rela- 
tions with the Powers are likely to 
be impaired. 

Northern Chief's Telegram. 
Following is the text of his cir- 

cular telegram: 

Civil War has now been going 
on for several years, in which 
communists have attempted to 
rule the country. The south- 
eastern provinces have repeated- 
ly undergone indescribable suf- 
fering, of which I have heard a 
good deal, invariably with a feel- 
ing of pain. f 

I could not bear to see the 
bolshevization of nations, and, 
responding to the call of Provi- 
dence, I determined to lead my 
troops in a campaign against 
bolshevism. From the very be- 
ginning I declared that I would 
regard my personal foes as 
friends if only they concurred 
with me in the suppression of 
bolshevism, 

On the other hand I deter- 
mined to deliver a decisive blow 
to communism with a view to 
its total elimination. Wherever 
my troops went strict orders 
were issued for the maintenance 
of discipline and for the protec- 
tion of the lives and property of 
both Chinese and foreigners, for 
I always apprehended that civil 
war might affect diplomacy and 
thereby impair China's friendly 
relations with the Powers. 

Trouble With Foreigners. 

During the past year or two 
unfortunate incidents have hap- 
pened at Canton, Hankow, Nan- 
king and Tsinan. It is highly 
regrettable that foreigners 
should have been involved in 
our domestic struggles.

RESPIRATION, 

HE third principle is the resto- 
T ration of breathing after elec- 

tric shock, apparent drowning, 
and poisoning by gases, as by car- 
bon monoxide gas or illuminating 
gas. This treatment is by artificial 
respiration. Any method of artifi- 
cial respiration may be used. For 
the ordinary person rendering first 
aid, the Schaefer, or prone press+ 
ure, method is the simplest and is 
not as tiresome as some of the 
other methods. Recently a con- 
ference was held at which repre- 
sentative#® of the United States 
Public Health Service, the United 
States Bureau of Mines, the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, and other na- 
tional organizations were present, 
for the purpose of deciding upon a 
uniform technique. This tech- 
nique is very simple and anyone 
can learn it in a short time. It is 


as follows: 


(a) Lay the patient on his belly, 
one arm extended diregtly over- 
head, the other arm bent at elbow 


and with the face turned outward 


and resting on hand or forearm s0 
that the nose and mouth are free 
for breathing. 

(b) Kneel straddling the pa- 
ticnt’s thighs with your Knees 
placed at such a distance from the 
hip bones as will allow you to 
place the palms of your hands on 
the small of the patient’s back 
with your fingers resting on the 
ribs, the little finger just touching 
the lowest rib, with your thumb 
and fingers in a natural position, 
and the tips of your fingers just 
out of sight. 


(c) With your arms held 
straight, swing forward slowly so 
that the weight of your body is 
gradually brought to bear upon 
the patient. Your shoulders should 
be directly over the heel of ypur 
hand at the end of the forward 
swing. Do not bend your elbows. 
This operation should take about 
two seconds. 


(d) Now immediately swing 
backward 50 as to completely re- 
move the pressure, thus returning 
to the first position. 

(e) After two seconds, swing 
forward again. Thus repeat delib- 
erately 12 to 15 times a minute the 


‘double movement of compression 


and release, a complete respiration 
in four or five seconds. 

(f) Continue artificial respira- 
tion without interruption until nat- 
ural breathing is restored or until 
a physician declares the patient is 
dead. 

(zg) As soon as this artificial res- 
piration has been started and while 
it is being continued, an assistant 
should loosen any tight clothing 
about the patient’s neck, chest or 
waist. Keep the patient warm. Do 
not give any liquids whatever by 
mouth until the 


, conscious, 


(hn) To avoid strain on the heart 
when the patient revives, he should 
be kept lying down and not allowed 
to stand or sit up. He should be 
given some stimulant, such as one 
teaspoonful of aromatic spirits of 
ammonia in a small glass of water 
or a hot drink of coffee or tea, The 
patient should be kept warm, 

(i) Resuscitation should be ecar- 
ried on at the nearest possible 
point to where the patient received 
his injuries. He should not be 
moved from thig point un

rary recovery of respiration, 
breathing again. The patient must 
be wafched and if natural breath- 
ing stops, artificial 
should be resumed at once, 


(j) In carrying out resuscitation 1 


it may be necessary to change the 
operator. This change must be 
made without losing the rhythm 
of respiration. By this procedure 
no confusion results at the time of 
change of operator and a regular 
rhythm is kept up. 

DISLOCATIONS AND FRAC- 

TURES. 

The fourth principle relates to 
dislocations and fractures of bones, 
which are treated by immobiliza- 
tion in a comfortable position, and 
a natural one if practicable, care 
being taken not to move the in- 
jured part unnecessarily. Well- 
padded splints are held in place 
by cravat bandages. 

Fifth, burns are treated, after 
removal of the clothing, by use of 
sterile or sterile picric acid gauze 
and an outer dressing. as a trian- 
gular bandage, to hold the gauze 
in place and exclude the air. The 
exclusion of air is important, Pre- 
cautions of cleanliness should be 
observed as stated for open wounds, 

SHOCK, 

Sixth, shock, or vital depression, 
which accompanies all injuries to 
some degree, is treated by keeping 
the patient lying down at rest; 
keeping him warm by covering him 
with blankets or clothing, using 
hot-water bottles, hot bricks, or 
similar means, aiding circulation by 
rubbing the extremities toward the 
heart, but not away from it: and 
by the use of common stimulants, 
as hot coffee or aromatic spirits 
of ammonia. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Seventh, transportation may be 
necessary to get an injured man to

one, two, three or more persons. 
SUMMARY. 

In summarizing, the most im- 
rortant thing in the care of the 
injured person is PREVENTION— 
the reduction of accidents to a 
minimum by education and legie- 
jation. But as this minimom can 
never be zero, it is well to bear tn 
mind the fundamental! principles in 
first-aid care, which are as follows: 

1. Asepsis or cleanliness in car- 
ing for open wounds. 

2. Control of hemorrhage by 
pressure and position of injured 
part. 

3. Treatment of shock by keep- 
ing patient at rest and warm end 
by giving simple stimulants, 

4. Artificial respiration in as-« 
com- 
bined with the use of pure oxygen 
in carbon-monoxide cases. 

5. Asepsis in treatment of burns: 
protection from air ff this'can be 
cone with aseptic method; antisep- 
sis and some relief of pain by use 
of picric acid gauze. 

6. Immobilization of dislocations 
end fractures, 

7. Transportation by methods 
that will not increase the extent of 
the injury. 

In addition to the benefits gained 
by the early care of the injured, 
first aid has been found actually 
to tend to lower accidents by mak- 
ing people more careful,
